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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Status 

Claims 1-26 are pending. Claims 1-26 are rejected as detailed below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1 recites "wherein said branding tool maps said branded information provided in 
said supplier subscription records to profile information provided in said customer profile 
records and transfers resulting targeted branded information to said customer system." The 
specification does not describe in a clear and concise manner the process by which the branding 
tool maps supplier subscription records to customer profile records such that a skilled artisan can 
make and use the invention. Furthermore, the specification does not describe in a clear and 
concise manner the process by which the branding tool transfers information to a customer such 
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that a skilled artisan can make and use the invention. Claim 10 includes language similar to the 
above and is thus rejected on the same basis. 

Claim 1 recites "applications software, including a branding tool operable for creating 
and disseminating branded information" The specification does not describe in a clear and 
concise manner the process by which the branding tool creates and disseminates information 
such that a skilled artisan can make and use the invention. 

Claim 15 recites "if a match is found, transmitting associated branded information to as 
customer system associated with said customer profile records." The specification does not 
describe in a clear and concise manner the process by which a match is found such that a skilled 
artisan can make and use the invention. 

Claim 21 recites "associating metatags with response data provided in said target record." 
The specification does not describe in a clear and concise manner the process by which metatags 
are associate with response data such that a skilled artisan can make and use the invention. In 
fact the word "metatag" is not even included in the specification. 

Claims 2-14 and 16-20 and 22-26 are rejected for being dependent from a rejected base 

claim. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 
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Claim 1 recites "a branding tool operable for creating and disseminating branded 
information." The scope of the invention is difficult to determine because it is unclear what 
comprises "branded information." Applicant fails to provide a clear and concise definition of 
"branded information" and thus examiner will rely upon a common dictionary definition 1 i.e., an 
identifying mark or label on the products of a particular company; trademark. For purposes of 
this first action on the merits, examiner interprets "branded information" as information pertinent 
to a particular product of a company. 

Claims 2-14 are rejected for being dependent from a rejected base claim. 

Art Rejection Precluded 
Claims 1-26 are rejected under a combination of the first paragraph and the second 
paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. No art rejection is provided in this first action on the merits.
